A FRAGILE PEACE. There may be 
some hope for the beleaguered 
people of Sudan.

There is even hope that 
the deal might help those in Sudan’s 
western region of Darfur, where 
70,000 people have died from war- 
related diseases and hunger and 
another two million have fled their 
homes since 2002.
